Patrick J. Burke, veteran of- 
ficial of Local 603, defeated 
Peter F. Saffo, a Gibbons lieu- 
tenant of Local 610, for secre- 
tary-treasurer. Robert F. Lewis, 
Local 6, brewery workers, was 
elected recording secretary 
over Earl Graves, Local 611. 

Vote on Trustees. 

Each side elected a trustee, 
the winner on the Walla slate 
being Leslie Dickens, Local | 
700. Another trustee vote end- | 
ed in a tie between Dale Ferris, | 
head of COPE, the new politi- | 
cal action committee of the | 
therged AFL-CIO, a Gibbons | 
Candidate, and William Fren- | 
ger, Lecal 366, of the 
slate. A runoff election was 
suggested, but this may de- 
pend on the outcome of the 
threatened legal action.

Senator George D. Aiken of 
Vermont, senior Republican on 
the committee and previously 
a supporter of Administration 
farm programs, said he would 
not introduce the President's 
proposed legislation.

In 1956, there were 203,842 
plane movements. Last year’s 
total represented an increase 
of 16,348, or slightly more than 
8 per cent, about the same per 
cent of increase as recorded 
the previous year. 

Under standards set up by 
the Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration, an airport of the type 
here becomes congested when 
it has about 200,000 movements 
a year, and reaches saturation 
between 250,000 and 300,000 
movements. 


Types of Movements. 


Last year’s traffic was broken 
down to 100,150 airliner move- 
ments; 22,351 by Army and Air 
Force planes: 32 784 by Navy 
planes, and 54,521 by executive 
and private aircraft. In addi- 
tion, there were 20,834 pilané 
movements in the combined 
groups which did not leave the 
vicinity of the airport. These

By comparison, in 1956 there 
92.456 airliner move- 
ments; 16.935 by Army and Air 
Force planes; 25,043 by Navy;

With purely local movements 
removed § from consideration, 
Lambert-St. Louis Field had a 
total of 199.806 movements 
last year, compared with 181,- 
084 in 1956.

Reputation for Action. 


Keirn has a reputation for 
getting things done. Early in 
World War Il he went to Bri- 
tain to study British jet de- 
velopment and for his success 
in putting the first United 
States jet into the air, he re- 
ceived the Thurman H. Bane 
award in 1944 

He does not think that his 
present task is comparable to 
that of Adm. Hyman G. Rick- 
over. Putting a nuclear-pow- 
ered plane into the air is a 
much more difficult job tech- 
nically than putting nuclear 
power in a submarine, he be- 
lieves. The plane problem is 
primarily a scientific one with 
many unknowns to be over- 
the major difficulty 


it would have other character- 
istics just as important, 
said. 

Its endurance could be meas- 
ured in days compared with the 
endurance of present jet air- 
craft in hours. Because of this 
characteristic, it could be 
loaded with radar and remain 
aloft on long-range _ surveil- 
lance missions, either for early 
warning of airgraft over the 
Pole or for submarine hunting 
by the Navy. 

As a troop and cargo trans- 
port, it would have the almost 
incaiculable advantage of being 
able to go great distances with- 
out being dependent on large 
stocks of fuel put down in ad- 
vance for refueling. 

Engines on Wings. 

There have been descriptions 
of two radically different con- 
cepts of a nuclear-powered 
plane in Soviet literature re- 
cently. One was a plane 600 
feet long with a 200-foot atom 
jet engine nacelle, 300 feet of

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Swift Action on a Defense Bill 


The House is to be congratulated for the 
speed and unanimity of its 374 to 0 passage of 
the emergency bill authorizing $549,670,000 
worth of military construction. If the Senate 
shows something like the same speed in passing 
this bill which authorizes an important part of 
President Eisenhower’s emergency ' program, 
work can be started during the 1958 construc- 
tion season. 


The measure includes $194,000,000 for facili- 
ties to provide wider dispersal of Strategic Air 
Command bombers. This will eliminate a weak- 
ness that has long limited the retaliatory poten- 
tial of SAC. The present number of SAC bases 
in the United States is secret but it is known 
there are less than a dozen. That puts too many 


the pattern of 
growth—or, rather, the lack of one. 
Because of the leapfrog nature of 
urban growth, even within the limits 
of most big cities there is to this day 
a surprising amount of empty land. 
But it is scattered; a vacant lot here, 
a dump there—no one parcel big 
enough to be of much use. 

And it is with this same kind of 
sprawl that we are ruining the whole 
metropolitan area of the future. In 
the townships just beyond today’s sub- 
urbia there is little planning, and de- 
velopment is being left almost entirely 
in the hands of the speculative build- 
er.. Understandably, he follows the 
line of least resistance and in his wake 
is left a hit-or-miss pattern of devel- 
opment. Aesthetically, the result is a 
mess. 


Master Government for Area 


Many planners feel they should work 
first for a master government to deal 
with all the problems of the metro- 
politan area—or, at the very least, a 
master plan—educate the people into 


but it is very important for the big 
one. 


The need for groups to join in com- 
mon cause would be pressing in any 
event; what makes it truly urgent is 
the new highway program. Under the 
provisions of the Federal Highway 
Act of 1956, some 41,000 miles of new 
highway are going to be laid down. 


Effects of Federal Road Act 


New rights-of-way will eat up a mil- 
lion acres of land. Yet the highway 
engineers are likely to favor precisely 
the land that planners would most like 
to keep untouched—parkland in the 
built-up areas, flat or gently rolling 
land in the country. 

What should the program be? Iron- 
ically, for the fundamentals of a work- 
able plan, the best guide is not what 
is being done now but what was done. 
For there have been open-space pro- 
grams in the past—brilliant ones—and 
unique as each may have been, togeth- 
er they provide several valuahle les- 
sons. For instance: 


Most states already have the neces- 


sary machinery for acquiring the. land. | 


The No. 1 tool, of course, is outright 
purchase, with the right of eminent 
domain available when needed. 


What may be an even more useful 
tool, however, is the purchase of de- 
velopment rights. The state doesn't 
buy the land but merely buys from 
the owner an. easement—that is, the 
right to put up developments of any 
type or billboards. By not exercising 
the right, the state keeps the land 
open. 

Supplementing all of these acqtisi- 
tion measures, there should be revi- 
sion of conventional tax practice. If 
a man keeps his land open by giving 
his development rights to the commu- 
nity, or selling them (and paying a 
capital-gains tax), it is patently unfair 
to tax him at the going rate for devel- 
oped land. Since property taxes are 
usually based on market value of the 
acreage, there would have to be a 
change in tax-asséssment policy.

In the absence of careful public planning, St.

What’s the Secret of Its Success? 


Compare Values. 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


T’S a smart homemaker who 

carefully compares values at 

all times, of course, but this 
commendable habit is especial- 
ly important this week when 
it comes to purchasing fruits 
and vegetables. 

The reason is simple; the se- 
vere freeze in the producing 
areas of Florida last week, the 
killing frosts in Mississippi and 
Louisiana, and the heavy rains 
in the Lower Valley of Texas 
have combined to make ship- 
ments of perishable fruits and 
vegetables from those sections 
quite erratic. To predict any 
“best buys” on them at this 
time would be more a matter 
of crystal ball gazing than of 
intelligent analysis. 

The best advice we can give 
you under the circumstances is 
to market thoughtfully, com- 
paring the prices of fresh 
items with those of frozen or 
canned ones, and if you can’t 
find what you want at one 
store, try another. On some 
vegetables supplies may be so 
limited that there won’t be 
enough to go around. 

Lest someone interpret this 
as “scare propaganda,” we 
hasten to add that we are not 
predicting any dire circum- 
stances. No one is going 
hungry; there will be no really 
serious problem. But undoubt- 
edly certain fruits and vege- 
tables will be very scarce, and 
shortages may send prices sky- 
rocketing on the items which 
were affected by the bad 
weather. , 

Since the situation will 
change from day to day, it is 
impossible to make any defi- 
nite predictions. But at the 
present time it would seem 
that these vegetables will be 
quite expensive: peppers, 
string beans, corn, cucumbers, 
eggplant, leaf lettuce, Bibb let- 
tuce, Boston lettuce and spin- 
ach. 

Iceberg lettuce shipments 
have been heavy, so chances 
are that prices on it will re- 
main in the moderate range 
and spinach also falls in that 
bracket this week. Quantities 
of celery are arriving from 
California, so it should be a 
good buy. Cauliflower was 
such an excellent value last 
week that even if it does go 
up a bit it shouldn't pose a 
Hubbard 


Potatoes probably.are the 
cheapest vegetable in the mar- 
ket; small shipments of Florida 
new potatoes are beginning to 
arrive. Prices are working up- 
wards on onions, but the small 
northern ones are still all right.

Apples continue to be the 
most plentiful fruit and about 
the best buy, so you might sub- 
stitute them for some of the 
higher priced fruits. 

Prices are moderate, quality 
fair, on grapes. Comice and 
D’Anjou pears are around, but 
they aren't cheap. Citrus fruits 
are coming in from Florida, 
Texas and California, but what

German Chocolate Cake 


Recipe Has Traveled Fast 


T’S a mystery ... why, why, 

why does everyone seem to 

be talking about a particular 
chocolate cake? What is there 
about this recipe that it should 
be taking the country by 
storm? True, it is perfectly de- 
licious. So are dozens of other 
favorite cake recipes, used now 
and again, perhaps shared with 
two or three friends to be en- 
joyed in turn by their friends. 
But, starting with an unknown 
homeowner in Texas or Okla- 
homa, this recipe for German 
Chocolate Cake has traveled 
like wildfire north, south, west 
and east, almost entirely by 
word of mouth. 


It’s a fairly elaborate cake. 
Admittedly, it’s not inexpen- 
sive. It uses a unique ingredi- 
ent... delicately flavored Ger- 
man sweet chocolate. This is a 
sweet cooking chocolate that 
has long been on the market, 
but in somewhat limited dis- 
tribution. The cake hasn't 
been “promoted” by any com- 
mercial organization. 


Well then, is it the light- 
textured, chocolate-y layers ... 
it is the richly satisfying coco- 
nut-pecan frosting that is more 
like a filling than an icing...

IS STILL OUT AT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (UP) 
—High school graduates with 
good records will have little 
difficulty getting into college 
this fall. 

Although some big-name in- 
stitutions are swamped with 
applicants, there are hundreds 
of respected schools in every 
section of the country where 
the welcome mat is out. 

These facts—which may sur- 
prise worried high school 
seniors ‘and their parents— 
emerged from ‘a nation-wide 
United Press survey. 

Although college enrollment 
climbed this year to a record 
high of 3,048,000, the survey 
showed there are still thou- 
sands of empty beds in college 
@ormitories across the land. 
Many schools are actually suf- 


fering a shortage of students, | 
and are scrambling hard for | 
qualified candidates for the- 


next freshman class. 
‘Tidal Wave’ in Future. 
Educators agreed that three 
factors have helped to create 
an erroneous public impression 


that all colleges are over- 


crowded: 


1, People have been reading 


about the “tidal wave” of stu- 
dents that will hit United 
States colleges a few years 
from now, and have gotten mis- 
taken idea that it’s already 
here. This “tidal wave” is not 
a figment of imagination; col- 
lege enrollment can be ex- 
pected to double within the 
next decade. But the pressure 
on higher education facilities 
won't become critical until the 
early 1960s, when college en- 
rollments begin to reflect the 
sharp jump in the United 
States birth rate which oc- 
curred after World War II. 

2. Anxious high _ school 
seniors, who share the popular 
belief that it’s already very 
hard to get into college, have 
been driving registrars crazy 
by making applications to as 
many as 15 or 20 institutions. 

Schools Misled. 

This growing practice of 
“multiple application” has mis- 
led many schools into thinking 
that they have far more candi- 
dates than they can accommo- 
date.

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Parents’ Role in Mid-Teen Marriages 


They May Push Youngsters to Altar, Says Dr. Ethel Alpenfels 


EARLY MARRIAGES and 
going steady in grade school 
may well be the fault of the 
very parents who are wringing 
their hands over the younger 
generation. If they didn’t push 
them into it by talking about 
“Johnny's girl friend” and 
“Sally's boy friend” before 
Johnny and Sally are out of 
kindergarten, the young peo- 
ple themselves wouldn't think 
so much about it. 


This is the belief of Dr. 
Ethel Alpenfels, professor of 
anthropology and education at 
New York University. Dr. Al- 
penfels, a, pleasant and vig- 
orous speaker with figures and 
facts at her fingertips, ad- 
dressed the Camp Fire Girls 
professional conference last 
week at Hotel Chase. 


In an interview. Dr. Alpen- 
fels placed some of the blame 
for teen-agers’ problems on the 
shoulders of their parents. But, 
she said, the speedup of the 
times and social pat- 
terns which mature young 
people earlier are partly re- 
sponsible. 


“A girl of 18 today is at the 
same stage of mature — 
ment that her mother was 
her early 20s, so it’s no wonder 
that girls are marrying earli- 
er,” Dr. Alpenfels said. “How- 
ever, I agree absolutely that 
in their middle teens they are 
not.ready to cope with the re- 
sponsibilities of marriage. 


“Unfortunately, too many 
parents force their children’s 
attention toward boy-girl rela- 
tionships, so naturally the 
young people are going to be 
interested.

Salad to

“MY HUSBAND,” says Birdie 
the Bride (from whom we 
haven't been hearing much 
lately) “just won't eat salads.” 
Friend husband might well re- 
tort that since the day he mar- 
ried Birdie he hasn't laid eyes 
on anything he calls asalad. 

Birdie’s idea of a salad, un- 
fortunately, is something made 
of pineapple and marshmallows 
and whipped cream-Wriién she 
wants to be real inventive and 
astonish the girls of the bridge 
club, she sticks. an asparagus 
tip upright in slice of pineap- 
ple, surrounds it with mayon- 
naise and tops it with a piece 
of maraschino cherry. As any- 
one can see, it’s a clever fac- 
simile of a candle, even if it 
isn’t, in Friend Husband's 
opinion, fitten to eat. 

His idea of a salad is a ro- 
bust combination of good 
green stuff, with no carrots. I 
repeat, no carrot curlicues. 
About the best salad ever de- 
vised by man consists of 
chunks of crisp, cold lettuce, 
¢hunks of ripe, cold tomatoes, 
and some strips of cold green 
pepper. And on top of it there 
should be plenty of olive oil 
and good vinegar, flavored with 
salt and pepper. 

Once you have mastered this 
idea, you can go on from there, 
with: all kinds of green stuff, 
and different dressings. You 
can add hardboiled egg, and 
strips of ham and chicken, and 
crumbled rocquefort cheese. 
But the green stuff is the basis, 
the dressings should be varia- 
tions of the basic French dress- 
ing, and above all, salads 
shouldn't be confused with 
desserts. 


AS WE SAY, French dress- 
ing is the basic dressing, but 
no one is bound by law to 
stick to any basic recipe. With 
a little experimenting, you will 
find that a little of this or a 
little of that will give you an 
interesting variation. It will 
be something entirely different 
if you add a little hot mustard. 
Or a few drops of Worcester- 
shire sauce, or tarragon vine- 
gar. Not to mention the addi- 
tion of things like chives and 
garlic and roquefort cheese. 
As a matter of fact a roquefort 
dressing is one of the most de- 
licious, and one of the easiest 
to make. 


Take a triangle of roquefort 
and crumble it with a fork. 
Add a tablespoon of vinegar 
and mash it well. Then add 
three tablespoons of olive oil 
and plenty of pepper. Don't 
use much salt because there's 
salt in the cheese. Keep add- 
ing the liquids in that propor- 
tion until you get the dressing 
the consistency and flavor you 
like, and then pour it over the 
salad. 

The salad should be 
and freshly cut and .

But 
if you want a genuine French 
dressing, with all the flavor it 
should have, then use olive oil. 

The basic ingredients of a 
French dressing are olive oil, 
salt, pepper and vinegar. Now 
for variations, there are a lot 
of them, and here are some 
examples. 

French dressing with mus- 
tard: four tablespoon of olive 
oll, five tablespoons of cider 
vinegar, one teaspoon of sugar, 
two saltspoons of salt, one tea- 
spoon of dry mustard and pap- 
rika to taste. 

French dressing with onion: 
three tablespoons of olive oil, 
one and a half tablespoons of 
Tarragon vinegar, two salt- 
spoons of salt and black pepper 
to taste. Slice four ripe toma- 
toes and then slice one onion 
very thin. Put the tomatoes 
and onions on a dish and cover 
them with the dressing and 
sprinkle them with chopped 
parsley. 

French dressing with lemon 
juice: Two tablespoons of olive 
oil, one and a half tablespoons 
of lemon juice, a half bud of 
garlic, a pinch of sugar, a 
pinch of salt and black pepper 
to taste. This dressing is ex- 
cellent with a lot of salads, 
but shows up to best advantage 
over plain watercress.

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Family Guide ; 
Planning Family’s 
Cash Reserves 


By. the Editors of Changing Times Magazine 
' (Fifth and Last of a Series.) 


A VERY VITAL PART of family financial planning 
should be the accumulation of adequate cash reserves. 
There are some people who fee! that an emergency fund 
equal to one month's salary is enough, but there are others 
who disagree rather vigorously and say it should be much 
more. 
There’s an old rule of thumb that says a family should 
be able to get along on its own resources for at least six 
months if its main source of income were suddenly cut off. 
In theory, this means that a family should have liquid re- 
serves equal to half a year’s take-home pay. As a practical 
matter, everyone's case is different. A man who could ex- 
pect substantial severance pay if he lost his job doesn’t 
need as big a reserve, perhaps, as the man who could 
expect nothing. Nevertheless, the six-month rule of thumP 
is a good goal to shoot for. 


The most important part of a family’s liquid 
reserve is its emergency fund. It is money that ic 
kept readily available, not tied up in investments 
that are designed to be held for the long pull. 
Under today’s conditions an emergency fund can 
be liquid and also earn good interest. Commercial 
banks are paying 3 per cent on savings. United 
States Treasury short-term securities have been 
yielding 31% per cent or more. Savings and loan 
associations are paying dividends of 312 per cent 
and in some cases 4 per cent. 


In addition to an emergency fund, most families can 
count on other assets to tide them over a financial crisis. 
Most life insurance policies have cash values that can be 
borrowed. Many salaried employes own a stake in a pen- 
sion fund or a profit-sharing plan that would provide a 
cushion in case of loss of job. To what extent you want 
to count such assets as part of liquid reserves depends on 
your own circumstances. 


ONE GOOD IDEA is to list your reserves in two cate- 
gories, one readily available, the other ultimately available 
in case of extreme need. The two together should total at 
least six months’ take-home pay. 

Here is an example of what one man’s emergenc 
fund -might look like: . 


Ready Cash

EVERY FAMILY should have an emergency fund along 
the lines of the above. If your reserve does not meet the 
test, do everything in your power to reach that minimum 
goal. Cut corners if you must; do without if you can. And 
remember, the easiest way to go about it is to keep accu- 
rately and diligently the few records necessary.

FOR 21 YEARS, simply be- 
cause they enjoy it, a group of 
part-time actors and actresses 
have pioneered in drama in St. 
Louis, with no worries about 
paychecks or contracts, no 
headaches with Equity—and 
sometimes with no stage to 
act on. ° 

They’re the newly-christened 
George Williams Players, who 
as the Y Players organized 
themselves into an acting group 
in 1937. In the intervenirig 
years, their dramatic feats, 
ranging from stark tragedy to 
light-hearted comedy and ex- 
perimental one-acts, have been 
marked with a professional, 
zeal for perfection and with 
few more fluffs and gremlins 
than haunt a Broadway pro- 
duction, : 

Although they have changed 
their name, in order to expand 
the scope of the organization, 
they stifl are actively associat- 
ed with the Y.M.C.A., as 
evidenced by. their choice of 
the agency's founder's. name 
as their own. 

Unperturbed because they 
haven't a permanent home, 
they have taken theater into 
available auditoriums as well 
as into unique theatrical set- 
tings—all but once by their 
own choice. That time, they 
found themselves putting on 
a play on top a bar. 


They have presented shows 
at Fort Leonard Wood and 
Scott Air Force Base. They 
have gone into hospitals, into 
P.-T. A. and United Fund and 
Mental Health Association 
meetings. One Easter Sunday 
they presented a_ religious 
drama in the baptismal font 
of a church. 


AND NOW they're taking 
Shakespeare into the rotunda 
of the old: Courthouse on the 
riverfront, where the audience 
will be seated around the play- 
ers and some may even look 
down on the action from the 
historic balconies. The play, 
“Jalius Caesar,” will be pre- 
sented at 8:30 p.m. Friday, Sat- 
urday and Sunday, with a Sat- 
urday matinee at 4:30 p.m., and 
again the next weekend, at 8:30 
p.m. Friday and Saturday, Jan. 
24 and 25, and at a 4:30 p.m. 
matinee on Saturday, Jan. 25 

Of all their unique stages, 
they count a United Fund pro- 
duction as the grand cham- 
pion of them all. Scheduled 
to appear on an outdoor stage 
which had been built especially 
for the show on the August A. 
Busch farm, the actors. arrived 
just in time to meet a small 
tornado. Forced to seek shel- 
ter, they seleeted the only pos-

sible substitute for a stage— 
the bar. But the play went on 
as scheduled. 

Even in the best-equipped 
auditorium and on the largest 
stages in town, however, drama 
with the George Williams Play- 
ers does not always run a 
smooth course. There was the 
time when in the midst of a 
scene, the backdrop flew up 
like a released window shade. 
exposing the lounging and star- 
tled crew to the audience and 
scaring the players almost out 
of their grease paint. An alert 
prop girl reached out and 
caught a flying vase of flowers. 
the backdrop was loweréd and 


the scene continued. 
TWICE, Mrs. Irma Schira 
Tucker, the director, recalls, 


the play almost didn’t go on. 
At the Wednesday Club, an ac- 
tor, biting the end off a cigar 
with an especially vehement 
chomp, loosened his upper 
plate in the process and in try- 
ing to get his teeth back in, 
dropped the lighted match and 
set a chair on fire. , 

“You never saw such quick 
thinking,” Mrs. Tucker related. 
“He had a drink so he simply 
poured it on the chair, put out 
the fire and kept on talking.” 

At the Y.M.H.A.-Y.W.H.A.., a 
matinee production of “The 
World of Sholom Aleichem” 
was in full swing—but fortu- 
nately one scene had ended 
and the next not yet begun— 
when the maintenance man, 
armed with broom, walked 
calmly to the front of the 
auditorium and ordered the 
audience to leave. He thought 
it was over and it was time to 
sweep out. 

Mrs. Tucker and the George 
Williams Players take it all in 
stride. They work endless hours 
to create a smooth production, 
and they're as disappointed as 
a Broadway star if the play 
doesn’t measure up. But, after 
all, they’re amateurs, and this 
is their hobby, not their bread- 
winning work. A few.have had 
professional experience, but 
most are average people, with 
no ambition to hit the bigtime, 
just a desire to work with oth- 
ers who like to act. 

There are teen-agers and 
grandfathers, business men 
and women and family groups 
in the membership of nearly 
90, in addition to children who 
participate in the Players’ 
Children’s Theater. The organ- 
ization is open to all, regard- 
less of race, and Mrs. Tucker 
makes a point of giving all amr 
equal opportunity to read for 
roles. They are cast on the 
basis of ability, but the leads 
are passed around and today’s 
star may be tomorrow's spear- 
carrier and vice versa. 

But there is more to it than 
acting. Some help with the 


costumes. Some chase props. 
Some work backstage in the 
crew. And all of them pitch 
in to help out with their money- 
making rummage sales which 
they conduct in order to help 
meet their $3000 annual budget. 

“A hobby like this is what 
so many need as a relief from 
the tensions of the business 
and professional world,” Mrs. 
Tucker said. “And I can't 
think of a better way for peo- 
ple to make friends among 
others who share a common in- 
terest. 


“But this has done far more 
than that for some of our 
members. I know of one boy 
who was on his way to becom- 
ing an alcoholic until he be- 
came so interested and active 
in the program that now he has 
virtually stopped drinking. I 
know of one couple who told 
me theff interest in the group 
had kept them together. For 
the first time in their married 


life, they said, they had a com- 
mon interest, something they 


could both talk about. 


“And the oldest member, a

ALTHOUGH 
have a strong voice in the ac- 
tivities of the group, Mrs. 
Tucker, as the first and only 
director, is in complete charge 
of the onstage work. She does 
the casting and guides all pro- 
duction details. 


In “Julius Caesar” she has 
eliminated the battle scenes 
which require numerous sword- 
swinging extras, and _ has 
changed somewhat the tradi- 
tional division of acts and 
scenes. But all in all, the two- 
hour-production will be a faith- 
ful presentation of Shake- 
speare’s popular tragedy. 


Wallace Hoss, who spends 
his working days in the sales 
department of a steel com- 
pany, will appear as Brutus, 
and William Kickham, a sales- 
man, will be Caesar. Robert 
Love, a graduate student at 
Washington University, for- 
merly of Glasgow University, 
will appear as Cassius; Betty 
Jane Clark, a secretary, will 
be Portia, and Donna Faye, a 
model, will appear as Calpur- 
nia.
